|SHIP-CANAL ACROSS TH 
ISTHMUS OF SUES. 


[Sem Reenavine on Finet Pacs)} 
. —_—_— 

During the lest few centuries, and per- 
ticularly ia our own, there has been such « 
prodigious development of the commerce 
aod avy of al) civilized nations; there has 
been such great ship traffic carried on be 
tween European and Asiatic seas; tm those 
latter seas there are so many Earopean na- 
tions possessing wealthy colonies, the pro- 
gress of which daily becomes more rapid— 
Unat al! these circumstances cause the want 
of « new and shorter path of communice- 
tion between the Red Sea and the Mediter- 
ranean to be urgently felt. It is not enough 
in the minds of many that there should be 
a railway from Alexandria by Cairo to Sucz. 
They must needs have s ship-canal across 
the Isthmus of Baez. 

This question of a cana) dates its anti- 
quity from the remotest ages. It occupied 
the minds of the Pnaraobs and the kings of 
Persia. Their notion was to form a con- 
nection between the valley of the Nile and 
the Red Sea, im order to facilitate the inter- 
course between the Mediterranean and the 
Red Sea. At the present day the object 
proposed consists of effecting a commun!- 
cation between the Mediterranean and the 
Red Sea, in order to facilitate the naviga- 
tion between Europe and the Indian ocean. 
For ten centuries this idea of a canal lay 
dormant. The conquest of Egypt by the 
French revived the question. 

If the plan is carried out of constructing 
« canal from this town to Pelusium, on the 
Mediterranean, France will derive from it 
the most Important benefita, It will create 
almost a new commerce for her. Through 
her porte in the Mediterranean she will have 
an advantage over the English in importing 
direct the indigo and other 8 of India; 
and « stimulus will be given to her exports 
by shorter routes opened to India. Of all 
the European powers, then, France has the 
greatest interest in promoting the enter- 
prise, 

Ever since 1842 the British government 
has been using all the Influence it possesses 
at Constantinople and in Egypt to preyent 
this scheme from beivg carried Into execu- 
tion, because it is a scheme founded In hos- 
tility to the Interests of that country. It was 
launched upwards of twenty years ago asa 
rival to the railway from Alexandria by 
Calro to Suez. It was opposed to the stand- 
ing policy of England in regard to the con- 
nection of Egypt with Turkey—a policy 
consecrated by the late war, and the issue 
of that war, the treaty of Paris. The obvi- 
ous political tendency of the undertaking 
was to render more casy the separation of 
Egypt from Turkey. It was founded also 
on remote speculations with regard to an 
easicr acceps to the Indian possessions, 
which there is no necessity—as Lord Pal- 
merston once said in the House of Com. 
mons—“ of more distinc'ly shadowing fourth, 
as it'is obvious to all who pay any attention 
to the subject.” 

Certainly, at the first blush, the making 
of a canal across the Isthmus of Suez ap- 
pears to offer almost incalculable advanta- 
ges to England as regards the government 
of her Indian empire and dependencies; for 
by such a canal she could from Malta place 
troops in Bombay in three weeks, in Ceylon 
and Madras in four weeks, and in Calcutta 
in five weeks But how stands the case 
when we consider that the canal will in re- 
ality be in the hands of a French company, 
that will be under the management and dic- 
tation of the French government, and that 
in the event of any misunderstanding be- 
tween France and England, a rate of duty 
to admit of the transit through the canal of 
goods and vessels to and from India may be 
eo high as virtually to exclude England from 
the benefits of the canal? What, then, be- 
comes of the great advantage England 
should derive from it? Oa the contrary, 
Great Britain would suffer proportionably 
to the vast extent of her commerce and po- 
litical connections with the East. 

Neither the surface of the soil, nor the 
nature of the subsoil, offer impediments to 
the construction of a canal. But the only 
material that can be employed to form the 
embankments is sand. Now the peculiari- 
ties of a sand embankment are well known. 
No matter what precaution can be taken, 
they never can offer sufficient security. The 
slightest variations in the level of the water 
will cause land slips in the outside portion 
of the embankments, and occasion their 
destruction. Deposits of sediment from the 
Nile water on the inner slope will eventu- 
ally make them impervious; but until this 
takes piace there will be no security for 
their stability. 

But what is chiefly apprehended is the 
damage that may be inflicted by evil-dis- 
posed persona You have only to suppose 
an Arab shepherd flushed with the spirit of 
mischief, A few strokes of a pickaxe! And 
in a few minutes the canal is emptied! 

Leaving out altogether the supposition of 
malicious intention (which, nevertheless, is 
a contingency that must be taken into con- 
sideration), there is a sufficient source of 
peril existing in the wild anima!s of the de- 
sert, which in making their burrows, which 
are so abundant in every part of the Isth- 
moe, might cocasion most serious disasters.
